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ALBERTA BUSINESS TRENDS 

In spite of drastically reduced income from grain sales in the first month of the new crop year, 
Alberta farmers cashincome was higher in August than in the same monthlast year. The buoyancy of the 
livestock market plusincreased poultry and dairy products sales more than compensated for the decrease 
in grain sales. As new quotas are set, grain shipments are expected to pick up once again. 

The mining industry in the province continues to be the strongest sector of the economy with Jan- 
uary - August figures showing increased production in all commodities except salt and increased dollar 
sales in all commodities except sulphur. The value of coal production during the period increased 68% 
over 1969, crude oil production was up 16% and natural gas production was 18% greater than in the same 
period last year. 

The value ofbuilding permits issued for Augustwas approximately 28% lower thanlast year. Total 
value of building permits issued in the first eight months of 1970 was about 27% lower than in the same 
period last year. However, the number of dwelling starts increased from 949 in July to 1, 057 in August 
indicating some recovery in the construction industry. Loan approvals for new housing increased 17% in 
the January - August period and the number of approvals for existing housing was almost double that of 
1969. 

The value of manufacturers! shipments for the January - August period, 1970, at $1,219 million, 
was some $20 million higher than for the same eight months of 1969. Other data suggests that most of the 
increase was in the output of the Foods and Beverages industry. 

Wholesale trade in August was marginally above 1969 levels. Farm machinery and equipment 
sales showed some improvement although remaining considerably below 1969. Sales of auto supplies, 
farm supplies, building materials, lumber and millwork, and commercial and construction machinery, 
equipment and supplies were also down from the previous year. 

Retail sales in July increased 6.7% over July 1969 although the January - July cumulative total 
was slightly lower than in the previous year. The decline was due mainly to a 16% decrease in motor 
vehicle sales. 

The September consumer price index for Calgary - Edmonton increased to 126.1, up 0.3% from 
the previous month, and 2.5% above its level of a year earlier. The largest increases occurred in the 
food and the recreation and reading components of the index. The Canada C, P.I. for the month declined 
slightly. 

The number of unemployed persons in September declined to 19,000 from 22,000 the rae 
month. During the same period the labour force decreased by approximately 31,000. The unemployment 
rate in September at 2.9% was a full percentage point above the September 1969 rate. 

Average weekly wages decreased in June in the manufacturing and mining industries but increased 
in the construction industry. In all industries average hourly earnings and average weekly wages were 
above 1969 levels. 


Labour income for the first six months of 1970, at $1.546 millionwas over 12%higher thanin 1969.

MEMORANDA 
A recent report from the Energy Statistics Section of the Dominion Bureau of Statistics shows the revised 1969 
figure for net generation of electric energy is approximately 8, 786 million K.W.H. The increase over 1968 amounted 
to 14.7%, the largest percentage increase of allthe provinces. Thermal generation accounted for 84.3% of total gen - 


eration during the year. In July, 1970 total electric power available in the province was 742 million K, W. H. 


The 1967 Census of Manufactures lists 1, 803 manufacturing establishments in the province. Of this total 670 
firms employed between 1 and 4 persons, 572 firms employed between 5 and 14 persons, 454 firms hadfrom 15 to 99 
employees, and 107firms employed in excess of 100 persons. Totalemployment in manufacturing amounted to 49, 568 . 
Totalwages and salaries were $272,325, 000, for an average per capita earnings figure of $5,494. The value of ship - 


ments of goods of own manufacture was $1,555 million, total value added was $599 million. 


The Canadian Life Insurance Association reports payments to beneficiaries on life insurance death claims of 


$14.57 million from January to September, 1969. Total payments in 1968 amounted to $17.66 million. 


During the fiscal year ending March 31, 1970, 4,029 miles of pipelines were licensed in Alberta, an increase 
of 1,060 miles over the mileage licensed during the previous fiscal year. The total mileage of pipelines licensed in 
the province at March 31, 1970 was 27,447. Of this total there were 4,686 miles of oil pipelines and 6,878 miles of 
gas pipelines. The remaining mileage was composed of secondary lines for oil, gas, water and other substances, 


distribution lines, private lines, and mineral lines. 


The number of electric meter registrations in the province as at December 31, 1969 was 499, 153. 


The number of police personnel reported in the province in 1969 was 2,887 or 1.8 per 1,000 population. Of 
this total 2,494 represented actual police strength and 393 were cadets and other full-time personnel. The Calgary 


metropolitan area police strength was 590 and the Edmonton metropolitan area police strength was 695. 


Sales of new farm implements, equipment, attachments and repair parts\decreased 9.3% to $84.3 million in 


1969 from $93 million in 1968. 


In the 1970 - 1971 crop year there were 535 elevator points in Alberta and 1,584 licensed elevators. Total 
licensed capacity was 143.4 million bushels. For the 1960 - 1961 crop year total licensed capacity was 134.4 million 


bushels, the number of elevator points was 582 and the number of licensed elevators was 1, 698. 


During the 1968 - 1969 school year there were a total of 38 private trade schools in the province employing 
85 full time and 47 part-time teachers. Total enrollment amounted to 1, 200 students of which 851 were full-time and 


349 were part-time students. Hairdressing schools had the largest enrollment (681) followed by business and office 


practice schools (372).

On the basis of yields indicated at September 15th, production of the major crops in Alberta is as indicated in 
the above table. With the exception of wheat, barley and sugar beets, 1970 production of all crops is above 1969 pro- 
duction. Due to the "lift'' program instituted by the Federal Government, wheat acreage in 1970 was less than half the 
acreage planted in 1969. Barley and sugar beet acreage was also lower. The largest increase occurred in rapeseed 
with production almost 2 1/2 times greater than in 1969.

According to the 1968 Survey of Production, the total value addedin goods-producing industries was $3.0 billion. 
The Alberta Bureau of Statistics estimate of total value added in 1969 is $3. 2 billion. 

"Value added" figures show the relative contributions of the goods-producing industries to the economy of the 
province, Over the seven year period 1963 - 1969 the total value added of Alberta industries rose from $1.9 to $3. 2 
billion. In spite of a rise in absolute dollar value the contribution from agriculture declined from 26% to 18% of the 
total; the contributionfrom mining rose from 21% to 35%, and of the constructionindustry from 20% to 24%. Allfigures 


are on a current dollar basis and make no adjustments for the distortions which have resulted from inflation.
